Although there are only 5$ Crofter tumiiivs located on the 
land, and these have kept themselves oa compart as their demands for land, and otlu r 
i treumstance#, have permitted, they are now spread over al»out u**0 square miles. Tie* 
success which has attended 1-ady ttordon-t'ar1hc%rt‘« noble «mk precludes the pn*M> 
hility ot that work terminating at the present stage. The experiment lout been fairly 
tried, and the result is a definite success. As the facts of the case become letter known, 
m> must the movement increase in force until it paww* !«>><.nd the limits of private 
t*‘nevu!encc. and can only be grappled with the Legislature of this Kingthxrn.
